in d mass, and toforcibly resist any in- 
terference with their politics, andto pun- 
ish any of their members who 
should violate their obligation. 
The calm, firm and reasonable re- 
marks of Col. Wayne, caused the ne- 

ves to dissolve the society, deliver up 

rituals. into his hands, and return to 
their labors with their usual cheerfulness. 
George Smotherman the _ring-leader, 
alone obstinately refused to forsake his 


‘society, and he was settled with and dis- 


missed from the plantation as a danger- 
ous and turbulent character.
